The Royal Commission on Industrial 


Training and Technical Education 
to ‘Hold Sessions in Alberta this 
Month—Will Visit Many Leadi 
Cities in Alberta and British 
Columbia. ‘ 


Calgary.—The royal commission on 
industrial training and Technical edu- 
cation, of which James W. Robertson, 
G6.M.G,. D.Se., LL.D., is chairman; 
will hold sessions in Calgary com- 
mencing Nov. 19. 

The commission will give particular 


attention to the manufacturing in- 
dustries, to agriculture, to domestic; 
occupations, to the fisheries, to the 
lumber interests, to the building 
trades, to the transportation services, 
as well as to the technical training 
phe Sr for commercial operations. It 
will also make inquiries into the 
needs of existing industries in respect 
of labor, the quality of labor whicn is 
avaliable, and the needs of such lo- 
bor for industrial training and tech- 
nical education. 

The commission is composed of 
James W. Robertson, chairmaa; Hon. 
John Neville Armstrong, Rev. George 
Bryce, Gaspard D. Serres, Gilbert M. 
Murray, B.A.; David Forsyth, B.A.; 
and James Simpson. The itinerary in- 
cludes Port Arthur, Fort, William, 
Winnipeg, Portage la Praitie, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Prince Albert, Strathcona, Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, 
Vancouver, Nanaimo, Victoria. Fernie, 
Nelson and Vernon. 

Among the questions which will be 
asked and the information required 
by the commission are—the number 
of schools, colleges, or other irs‘itu- 
tions where any industrial training or 
technical education is carried on; the 
names of important industries; the 
board of trade or chamber of com- 
merce; the number of public | brar- 
ies; the names of any institutions for 
physical training, or any other in- 
formation that parties interested may 
see fit to volunteer. 

The work of the commission is not 
intended to be confined to the Domin- 
ion of Canada, but will a!so inquire 
into the systems and methods of tech- 
nical instruction obtained in other 
countries, particularly Great Britain, 
France, Germany and the ..

(chapters xiii to xvii, inciusive). It is 
easy to read it. How often we have 

one so, but who can understand it? 
Only by the Spirit can we in any 
meusure grasp a tittle Of its signifi- 
eance. May each one of us. have a 
{special anointing to read, to, write, to 
jmeditate, to teach, and may the Spirit 
have fuil control of u.,. that Jesus 
;Carist may be glorified. Luke says 
that He sent Peter and John, saying, 
“Go and prepare us tne Passover, that 
we muy eat.” Then they asked Him, 
“Where wilt thou that we prepare?’’ 
To which He replied that they were to 
follow a man whom tliey would meet, 
in the city bearing a pitcher of water, 
and by him they would find the furn- 
ished upper room. They found as He 
had said and made ready the Pass- 
over. With the “Where wilt thou?’ 
of this lesson I have in mind the 
“What wi.t thou?’ of Acts ix, 6, with 
Prov. iii, 5, 6, and its ‘‘Trust—lean not 
—acknowledge—He shall direct.”” We 
cannot learn the way of peace and His 
guidance in all things until. we have 
learned that we of ourselves know no- 
}thing and can do nothing. Then see 
what simple, ordinary th nes He uses 
—a man, a pitcher of water and, away 
back in the story, a shepherd's rod, a 
dream many a time, a barley cake, 
the dew, a vine, a fig tree, a gourd, 
a worm, a hen and chickens, sparrows, 
everything? If there seems to be de- 
lay in guidance He is saying, ““My 
time is not yet,” but in due time He 
will say, ‘‘My time is at hand.” 

_ When evening came He sat down 
with the twelve and spake of His great 
desire for this time, but that He would 
never again eat the Passover with 
them nor drink of the fruit of the 
jvine till the kingdom of God should 
}come (Luke xxii, 15-18), thus pointing 
|to a future fulfi.lment of the Passover, 
when the deliverance of Israel from 
all nations would so far exceed the 
deliverance from Egypt that the de- 
liverance under Moses would not seem 
worth mentioning in comparison (Jer. 
xxili, 7, 8). Then followed, still be- 
tween verses 20 and 21 of our lesson, 
the washing of their feet, with its 
great lesson of humility. Those who 
think that He taught only 1 teral foot 
washing should consider His words to 
Peter, “If I wash thee not thou hast 
no part with me” (John xiii, ). He 
washed the feet of Judas as well as 
of the others, yet Judas had no part 
with Him, and He said concerning 
him “It had been good forethat man if 
jhe had not been born” (verse 24). If 
the wicked are to be annihilated, as 
some teach, there is no force in this 
saying of Jesus. Some time during the 
feast Jesus indicated Judas as His be- 
jtrayer by dipping a sop and handin 

it to him. Satan having then saioeed 
into Judas, Jesus said to. him, “That 
thou doest do quickly,’’ and he went 
out immediately, and it was night 
(John xiii, 26-30). It has been night 
with him ever since, and there is no 
morning for him (Isa. viii, 20, R. V.). 

The Passover being ended and Judas 

having gone out to do hid devilish 
work, our Lord took bread, blessed, 
brake and gave to the disciples and 
said, “‘Take, eat; this is My body.” 
Then He took the cup and gave 
thanks and gave it to them, saying, 
“Drink ye all of it, for this is My 
blood of the New Testament, which is 
shed for many for the remission of 
sins.””’ Then He added a word about 
not drinking it henceforth tll the 
kingdom comes (ve:ses 23-29). Paul 
in his statement of this says that 
Jesus added both in reference to the 
bread and the wine, ‘This do in re- 
membranee of Me,’ and he added, 
“For as often as ye eat this bread and 
drink this cup ye do show the Lord’s 
death till he come” (1 Cor. xi, 2326). 
Those who teach that He gave them 
His actual body and blood to eat and 
drink should explain how this could 
be while He sat there among them. 
Rather let us accept His own explana- 
tion in John vi, 47, 54, that esting His 
flesh and drivking His blood is just 
believing in Him, for everl»sting life 
is the result in each case, and there 
are not two ways of obtaining this life. 
; What we eat we receive jnto us and 
assimilate it, and it becorfes part of 
our body. As we eat His words, which 
are spirit and life, we eat Himself, 
and He dwells in us (John vi, 63; 
Jer, xv, 16). 

We cannot begin to consider in so 
brief a lesson all the words and events 
of that evening, but between verses 29 
and 30 of our lesson we must think of 
the whole of John xiv and with verse 
31 of that chapter compare verse 30 of 
our lesson, remembering that John xiv 
is preceded by Peter’s assurance of 
readiness to die with Jesus, How little 
we know ourselves! How well He 
knows us! And yet with all our vain 
boasting hear His “Let not your heart 
be trouble,” as if He said: ‘You will 
find ont what. I know already, but do 
not think of yourself or be discouraged. 

After verse 30 of our lesson we must
